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HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE, 


A storm, which had been hovering 
round this theatre for some time, 
burst forth with sudden violence on 
the 30th ult. and was continued on 
the following Saturday, owing to 
the non-engagement, by the lessee, 
of Tamburini. From the commence- 
ment of the Opera season, ‘Tambu- 
rini’s successor, (Signor Coletti) 
had experienced considerable hostili- 
ties, the superior vocal acquirements 
of the former, added to a courtly 
bearing, and those winning graces 
which adorn private society, having 
rendered him a favorite with the 
higher circles, they were ill satisfied 
to part withhim. A party, and that 
a formidable one, in his favour was 
formed, whieh, first manifesting its 
displeasure (unjustly) against Coletti, 
at last railed openly at Laporte, and 
the scenes on Thursday and Saturday 
of last week were the result. It 





would seem, from Laporte’s state- 
ment, that he was anxious to engage 
new talent, and having entered into 
terms with Coletti, a first-class Ita- 
lian singer, he had no further call 
for Tamburini’s services. Tamburini, 
on the other hand, in explanation of 
a statement, that hes party were un- 
just towards Coletti, heated Laporte 
with a breach of faith, inasmuch as 
the latter, having promised Tambu- 
rini he would let him know, at the 
commencement of the Parisian sea- 
son, whether he would renew his 
terms with him or not, he had failed 
to do so, and thus left him in uncer- 
tainty till he found he was altogether 
excluded. Tamburini’s letter ap- 
peared in the papers of Thursday, 
and the same evening, upon the con- 
clusion of the Opera, the distur- 
bance commenced. Laporte was 
called for, but did not appear for 
some time; at length, when he pre- 
sented himself, they refused to hear 
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him; and till half past one o’clock 
a storm raged that baffles descrip- 
tion: the most prominent in the cla- 
mour were Prince George of Cam- 
bridge, the Duke of Beaufort, Lord A. 
Fitzclarence, and Captain Macdo- 
nald. Laporte asked their pleasure, 
when a cry of “ ‘Famburini,’’ was 
raised: the lessee attempted to ex- 
plain, but was instantly met on all 
sides with a confusion of sounds, 
that made the place appear a second 
Babel ; the following short descrip- 
tion of a portion of the scene, will 
convey but a very faint idea of the 
whole :—

day’s disagreement, but Laporte was 
for some time unsuccessful in paci- 
fying his torturers, as on the previous 
evening; it was accomplished at 
length by assuring the audience terms 
had been offered 'l'amburini and were 
likely to be accepted. A long letter 
appeared in the papers on Saturday 
from Laporte, explaining his position 
and complaining of the ungentle- 
manly treatment he had received, 
on being called forward and then 
refused a hearing. It appears La- 
porte has offered [amburini the same 
terms he received in 1835, namely, 
£325 per month; but this has been 
indignantly refused. When Tam- 


| burini was first engaged in 1832, he 


received £200 per month, since that 
year he has gradually increased his 
salary, and last year it was £500 per 
month: this is Laporte’s statement, 
but Tamburini denied its accuracy. 

It was thought the Queen's expected 
presence on Saturday would prevent 
any further disturbance: this how- 
ever (though the Queen did not enter 
her box till the uproar was over) 
was not the case ;—nor do we wonder 
thereat, for we have reason to know 
that her Majesty was not unfavour- 
able to the clamour, Tamburini, as 
an artist, being a great favorite with 
the Queen. 

Our own opinion is that Laporte 
has been unjustly dealt with, the 
arrangements were announced be- 
fore the subscriptions conimenced, 
and therefore the claqueurs have no 
reason tocomplain of disappointment. 
But Coletti will be the greatest suf- 
ferer, he will lose his voles, and 
thus be worked out of the position 
he so deservedly bid fair to occupy.
